He ate his luncheon, 
came down to the city for a time 
and returned a little after 3:30 p. 
m, going at once to his room. 


He did not stop on the way to 


pass any words 'with his wife, who 
was reading, according to relatives 
of the family-

who 


vent to the upstairs room when it 
seemed to her

might be waking up, was shocked 
to gaze upon the dead body of her 
husband hanging from the > rope as 
she opened the door. 
HOPE TIED TO TIMBER 


Brogan adjusted the rope to a 


timber in the attic, dropped it to 
the bed-room thiu a trap door open- 
ing and adjusted the noose to his 
neck. Coroner A C Adams, who 
•viewed the body, ga\e a verdict of 
death by suicide. 


According to members , of the 


family, no motive is ascribed 
for 


the deed, but friends believe do- 
mestic discord existed.

WASHINGTON — Japan and the 


United States stand today precisely 
where Japan and Russia stood on tbe 


e of the Russo-Japanese war. 
And unless the diplomats gathered 


here for the arms conference shat- 
ter precedent and play fair, America 
tas hardly a ghost of a show 
to 


escape trouble in the Orient. 


England, under these circumstan- 


ces, haj become a vital factpr, If not 
the vital factor, and her attitude will 
largely determine whether there is 
to bo peace or war in the Pacific. 
JAPAN'S ALLY 


When Russia and Japan 
stood 


glaring at each other In 1904, En- 
gland had just become Japan's ally. 
'.Tithout England a moral and finan- 
cial support, Japan would not have 
dared tackle the great Slav bear. But 
having England's support, 
Japan 


struck. For Russia stood in her road 
to Kanc-huria. 


Today—whether rightly or wrong- 


ly makes little difference—Japan con 
siders the United States in her way. 
China blocked her 
ambitions in 


Korea and she licked China. Russia 
opposed,her in Manchuria and 
she 


iicked Russia. 
Only America 
re- 


mains and she would like to brush 
America aside as she did Russia and 
China. 
To make the try, however, she 


i.iore than eve;- needs England. 
RENEWAL OF PACT 


Nippon wishes the Anglo-Japanese 


alliance renewed, not so much be- 
cause she thinks Great Britain would 
fight on her side against the United 
States in case of war, but because 
the fears that without the alliance 
it is possible that Britain's moral 
support might go to America. 


With England as an ally, Japan 


hopes Canada, Australia and 
New 


Zealand might be coerced into re- 
maining neutral and that England's 
influence in Cihna would be strong 
enough to keep that country out of 
the conflict.

cf England's benevolent neutrality 
there is littls likelihood of her allow- 
ing her Asiatic pt>Hcy, to carry her 
to such an extreme as war with the 
United States—at least for a long 
time to come.

E cannot be In aay serious doubt concerning 
the attitude of Abraham Lincoln toward the 
essential problems involved in the confer- 
ence called for a reduction of world araa- 
menta. We can, with slight'modification to 
fit this particular issue, form from his own 
utterances something not unlike what he 
might have said. 


first, he would have said that one-half 


the world—the peace-loving hal£—cannot safely disarm and 
leave -the, other half—the belligerent half—armed to the 
teeth. He might have said, much as he said in 1858: 


"If we could first know wbere we are apd whither we are tend- 


ing/we could better Judge what to do and^how to do it. We are now 
past.the third year since a policy as Initiated with the avowed ob- 
ject and confident promise of putting an. end to war. 


"In my opinion, that object will.not'-be attained until -we face 


the issue and'pass It. 'A house divided against itself cannot stand.' 
The governments of this world cannot permanently endure half on 
a war basis and half on a peace basis. I do not expect the "world to 
go to ruin—I do not expect the house to fall—Trat'J do expect that it 
will cease to be divided. It will become all one thing or all the.other. 


; "Either the opponents of war-win prevent Its recurrence, and 


will place It where the public mind will rest in the belief that it Is in 
course of ultimate extinction, or the advocates of armament will 
push it forward till all the world shall be ia arms."

He might set forth' in unmisiaKa'ple terms America's 


own love of peace, and freedom from militaristic designs. 
He might say-that America alone, however peace-loving, 
.cannot solve this problem. He might say, as he said in the 
closing paragraph of his first inaugural address :- 


"In your hands, and not In mine, Is the momentous issue of 


' world-peace or-world-war. .This government-will not assail you. You 
can have no conflict In which' we are concerned without'yourselves 
being the aggressors. I am loath to close. "We are not enemies but 
friends. We must not be enemies."

ENRI DESIRE LANDRU, TVUO had 283 


sweethearts and la accused of murdering 


at least 10 of them, is now on trial for his life. 


The trial takes place In France—at Ver- 


sailles, where the Peace Conference was held. 
For every one that would willingly have fiat 
thru the Peace Conference, at least 100,000 
would fight to get into the Landru trial. 


Do not blame them. World Wars come 


oftener than Landrus. 


The French call him "Bluebeard" Landru. 


He has the blue beard, all right—blue-black 
Svengali beard, bulging and flowing, like a split 
in a. hair mattress. Also, he has'the black 
Svengali eyes. 
Women say he hypnotized 


them. 


But if the charges against Landru are 


proved, Baron de Ketz, the 
original "Blue- 


beard," will vanish from fable. For he had 
only seven wives. 
Tame, compared with 


Landru's 283 loves. 


Most interesting study, and most import- 


ant, is that of human nature." Study Landru. 
You would have to live several thousand years 
to find another like him. 


His brain Is a marvel. A skilled architect 


and motor engineer, he invented a motorcycle 
and auto. 


In April, 1919, Landru was arrested on his 


50th birthday, making love to a doll-faced girl 
In a Parisian flat. Charges are that he mur- 
dered, dissected and burned at least 10 women 
and a boy. Alienists pronounce hira sane. 


Eighteen months of the most terrific 


"third degree" failed to break down Landru's 
taunting self-confidence. The examining mag- 
istrate broke down, but not Landru. 


He is an expert at law. 
That will make 


the trial Interesting, a battle of wits. Time 
and again, Landru by his technical knowledge 
of law compelled postponement of his trial. 
Confronted with 50,000 pages of evidence, he 
got four months' additional delay by demand- 
ing: "Since it took the Judges four months to 
read this evidence, I should get the same." 


Landru whistles blithely in his cell, telling 


his fortune with cards, writing poetry and 
chuckling .over bushels of letters sent him by 
erotic women. He leaves the worrying to his 
wife, son and two daughters. 


If convicted, Landru will stand out as one 


of the most remarkable criminals in history, 
one of those peculiar deviations from the nor- 
mal that appear only once in many centuries. 


He boasts that he will be remembered long 


after all others now living are forgotten. That 
is not impossible. In the Landru trial, we may 
be watching the creation of one of those leg- 
endary characters that are perpetuated long 
after serious history vanishes in the dust.
